In the case before the Missouri supreme 


court a Negro convict, sentenced to death 
for murder, attempted to obtain a new 


;trial. His attorneys contended that the 
information -was fatally defective in that 
the words "prosecuting attorney, afore- 
said, -upon his oath aforesaid," was not 
repeated in the concluding clause. 


The state's brief declared that "it is 


time for archaic formality to yield to the 
progress of human thought. Criminal 
jurisprudence has suffered hardening of 
the arteries which impedes the free and 
normal course of justice, and conditions 
•will grow even worse if we are always to 
be bound to the ,rigid letter of ancient 
customs." The court ruled that "the 
form of a criminal charge is the sub- 
stance of the charge.1' It is a rule which 
should be highly instrumental in expe- 
diting justice.

The consular service, on 
the other hand, made no such demands 
upon the purse. Young men really wont 
into it. sometimes, who expected to de- 
rive their total income from it. 
There 


were so many classes, and opportunities 
for advancement., that it had something 
of an appeal to the average youngster. 


This was and is an unfortunate condi- 


tion. It practically shuts off the diplo- 
matic service from the opportunity of 
recruiting from the ranks of the consular 
—ranks which contain many clever and 
ambitious servants of the government; 
•while on the other hand it has restricted 
the hope of advancement of the consular 
beginners. 


Government stinginess in this respect 


has resulted in the nation's being served 
less efficiently and economically in both 
branches than it might be- The Rogers 
bill, now before congress, would unite 
the two sen-ices and appropriate salaries 
which would decently cover the expenses 
of either. It would equalize opportunity 
and require the young man of wealth to 
compete fairly with the budding diplomat 
of ordinary means. It would attract 
com- 


petent men into the service who have 
hitherto refrained from applying; and it 
would build up a class of youngsters, as 
in foreign nations, who train themselves 
particularly for the life of a consular and 
diplomatic representative. On the face 
of it the Rogers bill deserves to be passed.
